* towiia or pilgriwif^W- For exniiipl;', t!n> 
Ho\yn'!^f Dahiioita, where the present epi- 
/ domic appeal's to' have cojnnionced, has a 
largo ditch runniiiL' throii^lt it, into whicli 
all the aeuaf^e of the place tlowa, whili? its 
Wtttov ia used fur dimieatic puriioaea. 'I'hu 
houses are liltliy, the people are dirty: 
they live in dirt, and swelter under lui 
e»s.ter|usiiu, breathing the poiaoned air 
aSidlitlriiiking^tlio, poisoned water. Thuso 
airo-airtlio exieriinl conditions neceesary 
for cholera in a very hij,'h degree. To 
prediaijuHC the iudiviilual tn the iiilluence 
of tlio poison, any condition which do- 
presses the vital energies will bo uH'cctive. 
j-Physical .or. mental exhaustiuit — fear, 
,f'i{riefl auiiety, poor diet, inipure air, in- 
■"TeifiMfan'fce— those render a poraon aus- 
coptiblu to iheinlliienceof choleric poison. 
'I'ho pruventive trL'atinoiiL, tli<'refiii-e, is 
plainly indicated. The avoidance, as far 
as poaaihle of all caiiacs of mental deiires- 
siun; pHre air. pure food, pure water; 
cleanliness of peraun, and of dwelling 
pladejond of locality — under these con- 
"'ditirins cholera soldDin appears, and when 
it does it is shorn of its fatal |)ower. Can- 
adian towns are imt hUe those places in 
the east, reeliiiii; with lilth, where cholera 
has ila congenial Imuie. lUit they all 
come .short of aliaohite 'jleanlineas -far 
bliort, indeed of thlit degree of cleanliness 
which iniyht .be attained by a very little 
ezed[i^n.^f^TbeTO may be the external ap- 
pearance of cleanliness, while at the same 
tifnd diafective aeweraye, puiaonoiia cess- 
pools, filtering through the soil, piles of 
manure and garbiige, in the rear premises 
wells of im])iire water, cellars lhat lia\ o 
never been cloanaod,and back yarda more 
or losa strewn with dirt, may be providing 
the vury conditions neoossary for the pro- 
pagation of cholera and kindred filth dis- 
cuses. It is wise, therefore, to take some 
preoautiona, even though we have no ex- 
pectations of an epidemic of cholera. 

FJiENCll ILL WILL. 

The French press ia very fierce in its 
attacks upon tlie Kiiglish, and it under- 
takes to hnld them ri Hiiiiii.-<ible for the 
cholera in Egypt. They intimate that ihr 
cholera was brought to Egypt from India, 
iind they say if it spreads over Euroi-o 
that the govorniiient (.f England w ill bo 
liold responsible for this calamity. This 
merely exhibits the temper of the French 
press towards the government of the 
United Kingdom. There is, so far, not 
the slightest evidiMice that the clndera 
was brought to Egypt fiom India. On 
the contrary, it aeenia to have began in 

■ those parts of Egypt less fre(iuented by 
Indian traders, and if it were true that 
it was brought from India and it was I he 
duty of the British government to keep it 
out, it surely cannot be its duly to keep 

■"..it out of France or other countries on the 

' 'Mediterranean. This is a duty that do- 
vulvoa upon the French and upon other 
governments. Egypt has at the present 
time a government of its own. The Khe- 
dive, although he may be advised by 
Englishmen, still has his native minis- 
tors, who are responsible for the direction 
of their own domestic alhiiis. Eraiice, at 
the present time, seems inclined to Iind 
occasion for e.xhibiting its ill-will to the 
government of the United Kingdom, and 

ii'thia ft does almost daily. 

Justice's Law at Naas.

E. McMillan - will, was, J ihiiik, 
visiting the Rev. iM r. (ireeii, and while 
here headed in hiaollicial capacity , holding 
court in the Hclionllioiiae of Greenville, 
tho case heard being one of assault 
brought by an Indian against a store- 
keeper here. The evidence showed that 
the atorekeiqiiM' wiis turning the Indian 
from oil' his eiiiployi;i's premises. The 
Indian, a bad cliarauter, ivould not IcMve 
when asked to, and when forced .showiul 
tight. Yelyour.J. 1*. lined llie store 
keeper §10 and cTmts, which amonnli il to 
^$19 altogether, or a month in jail. The 

^ defeiidant at once gave notice of appeal. 
Now, is it not strange that this ease 
should bo tried before Mr. iMcMillaii 
iiliine hi: being a si r.uiger to the Indians, 
their ciisti iiiis and ways — when there are 
within easy reach no le.is than three local 
. justices who are, in every sense of the 
word, competent to settle this claim !" 

Either ymir correspoudeiit did not 
kiioiv wliat he uas wiiniig alioiit (and in 
that ease he should ii.,tli:ive wrilleli) or 
else ho wilfully niisieprrsi'iile'l (he f;iets. 
The evidence showed that the Indian was 
walking along a path useil by Ihe Indians 
when he was roughly seized i)y the store- 
keeper, pushed and dragged a long dia- 
tance. Three times the same day tliia 
was repeated, shaking his list in llie Tn 
dian's face, threatening him iiiul t. ai iiig 
his shirt — and this without any provoca- 
tion from the Indian whatever. The In- 
dian is a (|uiet, honest and peaceable m:in. 
1 olicloae a letter given hnii last fall by 
Kev.E. Uobsoii, of Mew Wu.itininster. 
liiit your correspondent's greatest griev- 
ance appears to be lhat Mr. McMillan 
' should try tho caae alone- "he being a 

~ ""Stranger to the Indians, their cuatiuns 
and ways." Sir, I will venture to say 
that Mr. McMillan, having resided noar 
20 years in the province, and having h.id 
much to do with the northern Indiaii.s, 
is much better :ici|ii,iinle(i with them ih.ui 
thestrangor who wrote you. But sup 
pose he did not "know their eiiatoms 
and ways'Svould that disipialify him from 
judging a question of law I Are not both 
whites and Indiana amenable to English 
law? I can uiiderstaiul that, the writer 
would aoniotiuioa jirefer what he calls 
"customs and ways" to English law, au 
that by some moans or other, known only 
to himself, the Indian might always bo 
found to be in tho wrong, and tho whites 

whatever tlioy may have done — to bo 

always in the righi. I deny that there 
were three local justices within easy reach 
in every way competent to settle the 
-xase. , There was one justice on ihe river, 

* eriiployT' of the defendant, and for 
whom he was noting when he committed 
tho iisaault. "ISTaas" .says.— Imle'ed an- 
other Indian having been assanlUMl liy 
the same storekeeper applied to the Xaas 
J, P. for a summons, but w;is refused, tin: 
justice declining to hear the ease, au tliu 
inau was in his employ. Therefore, the 



Indian in the above case knew ,it' would 
be useless to apply to him for justice. 
The iie.\t nearest magistrate was ut I'urt 
Simpson, 50 miles distant. It is most 
important to the whole province that the 
Indians .should bo dealt justly with, and 
tho white man who aasaulla an Indian 
ahould be punished equally with the In- 
dian who aaaulta a white man. liiit if 
men in authority look upon Indiana as 
beasts, and treat them as such, tho fu- 
ture will be anything; but satiafactory.

San Franci.sco, Aug. lib— From the 
description of three men who visited the 
lioiiso of Nicolas Skcrrott, real est.ito 
broker, who waa found murdered yester- 
day evuniiig, tho detective;- have suc- 
ceeded in arresting one of the murderers. 
Ho proved to bo an ex convict named 
Wright LeRoy, formerly a shrewd well- 
read attorney of Oakland, Cal. W'hile 
residing there he forged a number of 
deeds to town lots, hypothecating them 
for considerable money. Being detected 
ho was sent to San Queiiliii prison for 
seven years, and was discharged last 
May. When tho detoctivea had m:ide 
sure of their onm, he was at once cluirged 
with the crime, but denied everything. 
Being confmuided with some of his own 
handwriting, showing him how ho bad 
been implicated in tho designs upon 
Skurretts property, ho finally, acknow- 
ledged that ho had been engaged by two 
men, Jno. D. Townsend and William 
Miller, who claimed large mining inter- 
ests in Denver, to act as a broker for tho 
purchase of Skcrrett's property. After 
making ibia admission the prisoner was 
confined in a siditary tank, and a few 
hours later sent word lu the chief of po 
lice that lie Inul soiiielliitig to coiiiinuii i- 
cate, slating that what he had proviously 
said were all lies and he wanted to lull the 
truth. Ho thereupon confessed to being 
implicated with Tuwnsend and Miller in ii 
aclieiiio to obtain possession of Skorrelt'.'! 
motley, bill denied having anything to do 
with the uuirdur. The plan cuncocleil 
waa t,) propose to Skerrelt to rent hia 
empty houses, and while viewing them 
Townsend and Miller alioiild choke him 
until he had signed cliocka on Doiiohuo, 
Kelly it Co. fur money he had on dopuail. 
.Skerrett accompanied the men to the 
house wlierB his body was afterwarils 
found. Leroy says ho refused to go with 
them and knuwa nothing uf what took 
placo there; ond refused to make any fur- 
ther statement. Tho chief detective bu- 
liovea the deed uninlontionui, and that 
the men, not being able to force Skerrett 
to sign tho checks, kept on choking him 
until death ensued. Skerrett, tho mur- 
dered man, was a California pioneer and 
arrived here in '49. 



A Sloisht of-Hand Forformor Mur- 
ders a Touner Q-lrl. 

Dil,i.o.N-, (M. T,), August 11.— On Wed- 
nesday I'rofessor C. A. Lewis, known in 
Eastern Montana from having traveled 
through that section oa a sleight-of-hand 
performer, was arrested and charged with 
the commission of a terrible crime netir 
thiscily. A young lady known on the 
bills as "Eva ' Iraveloil with hiin in his 
performances. .She was about l-t years 
of ago. He claimed she was hia daughter. 
They arrived at Dillon two woeks ago, 
coming in their own wagon and team. 
'I'hey went intoc;unp about two miles be- 
low this city. 

About '1.30 o'clock on Wednesday af- 
ternoon Lewis was soon by some carpen- 
ters, who wore working near by, earrying 
the young girl towards a briilgc which 
crossed the river near where their cani|i 
was. The unusual spectacle ar'iuiied tlieir 
auspiciuns thai something was wrong, 
and upon going to the spot t hoy were hor- 
rified to liiid llie lifeless body of the girl, 
with tho wdiolu top of her head blown oil. 
They took Lewis into custody, and carried 
tho body back to tho wagon, whore they 
found a aliotgun with one barrel discliarg 
eil, and inside of the wagon tlie cover '.vaa 
apaltored with bloo,! and brains. When 
first arrested Lewis acted crazy, and talk- 
ed inceasanlly in aliiioal iiicoliuronl lan-

A curuiier'a inquest was held il|)on the 
body and a verdict returned that the girl 
c;une to her death by a gunshot iuHicted 
by a A. C. Lewis. Lewis seemed terribly 
affected and for the first time since his 
arrest threw oil' his appearenco uf inatini- 
ily. Ho broke out in a frantic a|ipi-al to 
tho de:id girl to spe;ik and say that ho did 
not commit tho terrible deed. He says 
she discharged tho gun herself ; that il 
was lying on a trunk, in getting some tir 
ticleoutof which she accidentally discharg 
ed it, killing herself insttiiitly; that hear- 
ing the report he rushed to the wagon and 
received the body in hia arms. Tho 
thought then flaahod across his mind that 
he would bo suspected of murder, and hia 
tiral impulae waa to conceal tlie lindy. 
He then look il and atart,;d towards the 
river, when the carpenters came upon 
him and took him into ciiatody. I'pun 
searching the ellccls uf Lewis the girl's 
lellera were fiuiiid, which provO that she 
was not his ilaugliter, but a Miss Eva 
CUark, of Chicago, wliom he li.'ul engaged 
to travel with him. Sho was highly ac- 
coinpliahed and a fine musician. There is 
strong talk of lynching tho prisoner, but 
no attempt has been made to do so. The 
jail is strongly guarded. 

[Lewis, with his brother, gtive a sleight 
of -hand performance al the old Theatre 
Royal about nine ye.-us ago. The brother 
was afterwards killed iu a w, '.stern stale 
by the fall of a tentpole. Lewis would 
aeeni to have been reserved for a more 
terrible fate.]

Some timo ago the f'<isl-Inlt:lli<ji'ifnti 
published tlie "fact that -'CapL.

In order to hasten the work 
along, the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company notified a few respoiiaiblo con- 
tractors that they would accept bids for a 
125 mile sootiun of the road from Ains- 
worth west to Y'akima city. There were 
three bidders, viz., J. B. Montgomery, 
iMcBride & Tiltmi, and T. 11.

V. G. B.igue, aupurvisiiig engineer of the 
Norllieru Pacific Railway Coin|)any, on 
Friday evening, and yesterday the con - 
tract was formally entered into with .Mr. 
T. H. Bennett, of New York, wdio waa 
tho lowest bidder, tu perform the work, 
Thia section will cost a little over two 
million dollars, and must be completed 
undor tho contract within nine months 
from the dale of signing the cnitract.
